Dr. ftarrett said that root dry rot 
is a germ disease. 
T hese germ s 
are found largely in the soil, and a 
germ may get a hold on the root 
of a tree when the root is injured 
in cultivation. 
The method used in 
stopping the progress of the disease 
is to cut out the diseased area, then 
apply a penetrating disinfectant. The 
disinfectant found most effective is 
one made of alcohol and corrosive 
sublim ate, one part of corrosive sub­ 
lim ate to SOO parts of alcohol. 
In­ 
vestigations in Orange county indi­ 
cated th at dry rot in young trees is 
more prevalent w here a sw eet root 
has been used. 
Root Rot More Prevalent 
Dr. Faw cett said that he believed 
that arm illaria root rot is more pre­ 
valent in citrus and walnut orchards 
of this county than is dry rot. 
Ar­ 
m illaria rot is a mushroom fungus. 
It is hard to control because the fun- 
gun roots reach into the soil, and 
any piece of its root attaching itself 
to a live tree root will develop the 
fungus. 
The advice given for getting rid 
of Arm ilaria rot is to destroy every
